set to destruction through ridicule than have the founder and some 
of the prominent members of the John Birch Society.

others are bracketing it, as a 
Fascist menace to American in- 
stitutions, with iha mtemationai 
communism the group was or- 
ganized to combat, may be the 
overpowering gravity of these 
times.

Uie direct aspersions 
by their founder, Robert Welch, 
on the loyalty of President Elsen- 
hower, Chief Justice Earl War- 
reft and others is now a matter 
of common knowledge. Millions 
of citizens instead of a few are 
aware that a number of outstand- 
ing leaders in American industry 
and education Joined the organi- 
zation under Welch's leadership 
with full knowledge he was the 
author of these diatribes. It was 
indicated in one expose that some 
of these leaders subscribed to 
these aspersions, which Welch 
has since recanted under fire,
